“The best part of the job is seeing that light in the eyes and 
the tall straight backs of the people around the world who 
now have a better quality of life,” she said. She says one of 
the most challenging parts of her job is educating those who 
are more fortunate about ways they can make a difference in 
the lives of others. 

“Ending hunger and being paid to do it—that’s a dream 
job,” Luck said. 

Before assuming her current position, Luck was the execu- 
tive director of the Arkansas Department of Parks. and 
Tourism for more than 10 years. She also served as then- 
Governor Bill Clinton’s first cabinet appointee in 1979. Luck 
also worked with Arkansas Advocates for Children and 
Families, an organization founded by Senator Hilary Rodham 
Clinton. 

Luck said while she was a member of Clinton’s cabinet, she 
attended a breakfast where she was asked by a headhunter to 
take a job at HPI. During this time she also taught a motiva- 
tional leadership class in which she would ask students where 
they plan to be in five years. The students could not just say 
they wanted to be a seamstress; they had to say they were 
going to have their own sewing business. Luck said when she 
was unsure of whether she wanted to take the job with HPI, 
her students helped her make her decision by asking her the 
same question. 

Luck said she was unsure whether she wanted to take the 
job because she felr she did not have the qualifications. Luck 
thinks she was offered the job at HPI because they realized 
they needed a leader and she was getting to be well known as 
a teacher of leadership classes. 

She also said she has been the first female leader of many 
organizations. She thinks honesty, trust, respect, a positive 
attitude, and a sense of humor are necessary qualities of a 
leader. 

“A leader does not move up in front or lag behind; you walk 
side-by-side,” Luck said.

Science Department 
Receives Grant 


Clarke College was recently awarded a $423,138 grant from the 
Board of Regents, State of Iowa, to continue “River Quest,” a 
week-long immersion institute and follow-up activities for 
fourth-, fifth- and sixth-grade teachers focused on transforming 
science education, The grant was awarded as part of the state’s 
Title II programs for the Improving Teacher Quality State Grant 
Program of the No Child Left Behind Act.

classify someone who is disabled. Maybe you are not aware that the word 

“handicapped” is often’ considered politically incorrect. According to Wendy 
Woodhouse, a panelist at the Disabilities Awareness Panel Discussion at Clarke in April, the 
term came from the phrase “hand in cap” which refers to a practice of beggars in the first 
part of the 20th century. 

In April, the Clarke Human Rights-Activist Group (HRAG) hosted Disabilities Awareness 
Week. Woodhouse, who has worked with the Department of Human Services and with peo- 
ple who have disabilities for more than 29 years, was the first of three panelists to speak. She 
discussed terms that are often associated with disabled people and how people are often 
labeled by their disability. For example, instead of say- aw "i 
ing ‘She has schizophrenia, someone might say ‘She’s ‘ 
a schizo, : 

“A learning disability is defined as a problem that 
occurs within two functions of the brain,” said Myra 
Benzer, director of the Learning Center at Clarke. 

Penny ‘ Dubuque Human Rights 
Commissioner, spoke about how the Dubuque 
Human Rights commission is working to help people 
with disabilities, One of the major topics she spoke 
about was disability accessibility. 

She mentioned the need for Braille signs to guide the 
blind to places such as restrooms as well as wider 
Spaces between racks in stores. Ehlinger also men- 
Noned that if a request is made by a person with a dis- 
ability to a business to make things more accessible, 

€ request must be fulfilled or the establishment can 
be fined according to the Americans with Disabilities

For Ernst, the effects are physical. It affects both of her legs and her right hand.

“I guess the only way that my disability really affects me on a daily basis is that I have to 
wake up at least an hour and 15 minutes before class just so I’m not late,” Ernst said. 

Ernst says she can do basically everything for herself such as her own laundry and cleaning 
the bathroom; it just takes her a little longer. Ernst says most people at Clarke are very will- 
ing to help her. 

“Most of the time I appreciate people’s help because it does make my life easier like when 
people offer to carry my book bag or open the door,” she said. 

Ernst says she greatly appreciates the accessible doors that were installed in the Atrium and 
the Kehl Center earlier this year. She also says there are some things on campus that cannot 
be fixed like the stairs near the cafeteria in Mary Josita Hall. 

“T have to walk completely outside just to miss 
those,” Ernst said. “It’s my choice to come here and 
there’s nothing that can be done about it.” 

She says when she is somewhere like a restaurant and 
a child comes up to her, usually the parents will pull 
the child away and tell him or her not to stare, but she 
J would rather have the child ask her questions. 

Ernst also says she has to plan in advance for certain 
q things. 

“If I have to go to the grocery store, I have to ask a 
couple of days in advance,” she said. She also says she 
Ml has to plan to get an accessible bathroom in a hotel. 

As part of their effort to raise awareness, members 
of the HRAG team stood outside the Kehl Center and 
encouraged people passing by to try to go down the 
ramp in a wheelchair. For many, the task proved to be 
very difficult as the wheels often slipped when enter- 
ing the ramp from the top because the ground is not 
completely level. When coming up from the bottom 
people said they sometimes felt like they were going to 

tip backwards. “If I lost control I’d be all on my 

own,” said Dan Chatfield, HRAG president. Clarke’s 
ramp meets the standards required by the ADA according to Mary Gassman, HRAG secre- 
tary/treasurer. 

Almost everyone who tried the wheelchair exercise said the exercise required a lot of upper 
arm strength and they thought they would have blisters on their hands when they were fin- 
ished.

on “Devil's Broom,” from 2004s explosive “Our Shadows Will Remain.” 

Lately, Arthur’s been popping up in the unlikeliest of places. He had a spot on The O.C. 
Mix 1 and on the Shrek 2 soundtrack, but his contributions seem out of place buried 
amongst the disposable radio-friendly hits littering these albums. (Speaking of the Shrek 2 
soundtrack, if anyone happens to see Adam Duritz of the Counting Crows, ask him to make 
another record as honest as 1996s Recovering The Satellites, and to stop writing awtul pop- 
hits for animated movies. Thanks.) 

Two of Arthw’s albums have recently come into my possession, 2002s “Redempton’s 
Son” and the aforementioned “Our Shadows Will Remain.” With only two years between 
these efforts, you can tell Arthur’s sound has changed, and while there are elements of each 
work in the other. “Redemption’s Son” is epic in scale, as Arthur crams 16 tracks onto this 
effort, taking up over 75 minutes. This could be considered by some as a risky move, seeing 
as how most albums these days are less than 45 minutes. Arthur aims to please, and never 
misses his matk. In comparing both albums, “Redemption’s Son” is the sunrise to 
“Shadow’s” dusk. This album has a lot more of a bluesy, alternative-country feel, similar to 
early Ryan Adams and Wilco. Son is full of tenderly plucked acoustic guitars and well-craft- 
ed upbeat tracks, like “Honey and the Moon” and “I Would Rather Hide,” perfect for put- 
ting the top back and enjoying the warm weather we've been having lately. 

While Son could serve as the soundtrack for enjoying a defining moment here on campus 
in one of the strategically placed benches in front of Eliza Kelly or Mary Fran, “Our 
Shadow’s Will Remain” underscores the torment and confusion of the night and how pierc- 
ing daylight can be, even if your cyes are protected by giant aviator sunglasses. After luring 
the listener in with a false sense of security on the 46-second intro “In Ohio,” Arthur wastes 
no time getting down to business. “Well, T can’t exist” serves as the perfect opening line to 
second track “Can't Exist,” as well as a foreshadowing of the onslaught of emotion in store. 
An ocean of pain turned into instrumentation crashes over you. 

The album continues to brood forward with the tracks “Stumble And Pain” and “Devil's 
Broom” with menacing and harsh drum tracks and lyrics that force you out into a night on 
the town in the most disreputable neighborhood. At tmes “Shadow’s” lightens up (pun 
intended). There are tasteful beeps and boops from keyboards midway through the album, 
reminiscent of White Ladder-era David Gray, and there are tender moments like “Echo 
Park” and the jaw-droppingly beautiful “A Smile That Explodes,” a song that’s only flaw is 
that it ends. It’s just that good. 

Like distant cousins, these albums serve as companion pieces to one another. Arthur's 
sound has expanded over the years, and the expansion has served him well, so go out and 


expand your mind. Next time you're at Borders, put down your iced latte, pick up a book 


by Dave Eggers and a disc or two by Joseph Arthur and go have yourself a defining 
moment.

In an article in “Men’s Health,’ basketball star Kareem

That year Pennsylvania State 
University became a member 
of the Big Ten Conference by 
a vote of the Council of Big 
Ten University Presidents. 

This created a problem: 
There were now 11 schools in 
aconference whose name 
implied a membership of ten. 

Instead of changing the his- 
toric Big Ten Conference 
name, the council decided 
to change the appearance 
of the logo. A new logo 
was adopted which made it 
clear there were actually 11 
teams in the conference. 

The objectives of a new Big 
Ten Conference logo, as stated 
by the Big Ten committee, 
Were to state the name of the 
Conference, indicate there are 
Now 11 teams in the confer- 
€nce, and symbolize the con- 
ference’s character, 

The Big Ten committee first 
hired a design firm to design 
the new logo, but rejected the 
firm’s proposal. 

Then, Al Grivetti, a graphic 
design Braduate student, was 
recommended to the Big Ten 
committee by his professor at 
Northern Illinois University, 
who had a connection to the 
committee, 

Grivetti and two other 
Staphic designers worked 
together to come up with a 
new logo. It was a two-month 
Process; all proposals were 
tejected, 

‘T must have made 50 differ- 
ent logos and they were all 
Fejected,” said Grivetti. 

One day he came up with the 
Petfect idea. He designed a 


old logo. His original inten- 
tion was to just keep it simple. 
He had not intended to put a

“When I designed the final 
logo, I was thinking to myself 
‘why didn’t I design this 
sooner?’ and I was sure the 
other designers had already 
done it,” he said. He then pro- 
posed the logo to the Big Ten

Designing the Big Ten logo 
was a wonderful experience, 
Grivetti said. He described it 
as challenging and exciting, 
but most of all, rewarding, 
The logo has been used by the 
Big Ten for almost 14 years 
now, which makes Grivetti feel 
good about his design.

Id age is so far away. So far it seems like it may 
never actually happen. It is impossible to imagine 
members of the basketball team using walkers on 


the court or Mary Kay parties turning into Red Hat Society 
meetings. : 

Let’s face it, one day we will all be among the nation’s 
growing population of elderly. However, those glorious 
golden years may be threatened. 

Social Security has become the hot topic on everyone's 
mind in Washington now that President Bush has made 
proposals to privatize Social Security. 

Bush’s proposal to change the system from a government- 
run program to a privatized arrangement has stirred up a lot 
of feelings and confusion among Clarke students. 

“It’s super not cool,” said Clarke senior Jayme Barschdorf 
of the nation’s growing concerns about Social Security. “But 
I’m not as informed as I should be to voice a concrete opin- 
ion on the issue.” 

Barschdorf is not alone in her lack of knowledge. 
According to a recent poll by the “New York Times” most 
18-to-29-year-olds have little understanding of 
the president’s initiative 
to reform Social Security. 
This same article stated 
more than 80 percent of 
this age group does not 
think the system is even 
in crisis. 

“I think we need to 
focus on other areas like 
education and getting us 
out of Iraq,” said freshman Katie Beitzel. 

The Social Security Act was established in 1935 in the 
midst of the-Depression and was intended as a self- 
supportive system that guaranteed money for people to 
retire on. It also provides economic help to people faced 
with unemployment or disability. 

What has happened is this: Social Security was designed to 
have a surplus, but due to government spending much of 
the surplus has been used and the government has written a 
big IOU to the Social Security Trust Fund. According to 
Daniel Patrick Moynihan, the co-chairman of the 
Commission to Strengthen Social Security, the nation’s pub- 
lic retirement system will be facing a financial crisis in just 15 
years, and by 2016, Social Security will begin running a 
deficit. 

There are three options left under the current system: huge 
public debt, much higher taxes or reduced retirement bene- 
fits. This same committee predicts by 2038 the pro- 
gram benefits will disappear completely. At that time a cur- 
rent 18-year-old freshman will only be a spry 51 years old. 

“J think it’s frustrating to pay out of our paychecks for 
something that isn’t going to be around when we need it,” 
said freshman Allison Padley. 

Currently Social Security is considered a government guar- 
antee, a guarantee that we will have a little money to support 
ourselves on when we retire. Privatization means Social 
Security will be invested in our market economy, which is 
more risky. 

“It looks like it has potential to work, but also has potential 
to massively go haywire,” said freshman Sean Mooney. 

Edith Rasell, economist for the Economic Policy Institute, 
spoke on PBS NewsHour with Jim Lehrer about the risks 
and benefits of Bush’s plan to privatize Social Security. 

“We know the stock market can go up. It can also go 
down,” Rasell said. “And this program also means we're 
going to have winners and losers.” 

If our generation happens to retire in a down market, we 
may lose some or all of that retirement money or if the mar- 
ket is booming, retirement could be truly golden. This new 
system would also give each individual more freedom to 
plan his or her own future security. But at the moment our 
futures are far from secure.

Bureau stated that women eatn 75.5 cents for every dol- 

lar men earn, down .6 percent from 2002. Because of this 
many feminists declared discrimination was increasing, and 
many people were left to wonder if that charge was true. 

As college students begin entering the work force, one can 

be certain of spending a couple of years paying dues before 
climbing the corporate ladder. The new statistic suggests that 
women and minorities have to struggle for their desired posi- 
tions because of glass ceilings. The term “glass ceiling” means 
employees are able to see through to the upper echelons of 
the corporate world but 
quickly learn that the ceil- 
ing prevents their own 
advancement. 
The Institute for Women’s 
Policy Research immedi- 
ately issued a press release 
that used the 75.5 figure to 
call for a raise in the mini- 
mum wage and the improved enforcement of equality in the 
workplace. “Women continue to take a major hit in the on- 
going economic slowdown,” said Dr. Heidi Hartmann, presi- 
dent of the Institute for Women’s Policy Research. “No 
progress on the wage ratio has been made since 2001, and the 
decrease in wages for women indicate a decrease in the qual- 
ity of their jobs.”

“There are more men in senior management positions and 
types of occupations that pay more, regardless of the gen- 
der,” said Mary Russell, Director of Career Services at Clarke 
College. “Many women choose careers that don’t pay as much 
as much such as social work and education, which are low- 
paying occupations that employ mostly women.” 

However, the .6 percent could be an insignificant figure, since 
women’s wages have risen consistently over the last decade.

The evidence also implies that the surveys performed did 
not account for shift premiums, where an employee is paid ae 
a higher rate because he is working an undesirable shift. 

The resulting disparities are just one of several factors that 
lead to the claim of discrimination, but rather reflect the pref | 
erences of women instead. If this is true, then the wage BP 
is not a problem to be solved. It merely presents a siruadion 
where men and women are offered a level playing field, but 
they express different priorities. And if this is true, the ofl 
agguimient worth making is for equality of opportunity:
